We know necthing as yet about the relative 
cost of wet and dry dredging, nor abuut the 
various structures which must be built along 
the route.

Cooley as a Disclaimer. 

Mr. Cooley, noting the impression which 
the remarks of Messrs. Hotz and Prendergast 
had made, disclaimed ali idea of changing the 
route. “The resolution does not cuntemplate 
anything of that sort,” he said. “The engi- 
neercan giveall the information required. He 
has all the data, and it will be but a mere com- 
pilation to comply with the provisions of the 
resolution, and this is due to the members of 
the board. For my own part,”’ he said, “I 


“can promise you that so far as I am con- 


cerned the question of routes shall not be 
opened again unless it can be shown that mill- 
ions can be saved by sucha course. It is 
& fact that the people of Chicago 
know more about the Manchester Ship Canal 
than they do of thé drainage channel. No 
data have been furnished the board or the pub- 
lic in regard to the bridges that would 
be built, nothing has been said about 
the grade of the channel, nothing about 
locks, etc. It is unusual in this country to do 
work of this kind on reports as meager as are 
the ones which have been furnished this board, 
and without submitting the details to a board 
of @xpert engineers. He said the Engineer 
had three weeks to report. 

Dr. Gilmore asked the Engimeer, Mr. Ar- 
tingstall, whether he had the data in his office. 
** Some of it,” said Mr. Artingstall, “and it 
has been always open to public inspection, but 
it will take much time to compile it.”’ 

Dr. Gilmore then said: “Seeing that all 
the data obtainable can be had from the En- 
gineer, what is the sense in this inquiry 
unless it is desired to change the route? I 
shall vote against the resolution.”’ 

Observations by Mr. Prendercast. 

Mr, Prendergast thereupon took up the 
debate and said: ‘* I am giad to note tht the 
resolution as framed does not represent the 
purposes of its advocates—that they are forced 
to disclaim their sinister purpose. In seeking, 
to disturb the route perhaps the 
presenter of the resolution was aware that 
special assessments would be ordered and that 
the Stock-Yards interests would be largely af- 
fected by it. That was why he had voted 
against the special assessment resolution of 
the board on a former occasion; and again 
Judge Prendergast charged the sponsors of 
the resolution with obstruction. 

Mr. Wenter was beside himself with rage 
when he rose to reply. He was aimost inco 
herent when he *‘refuted the insinuations of 
the gentieman—that man” who had last 
spoken. His hands were clean. He was not 
the agent of any Corporation. He never had 
been. He stood by the law. ‘“* Who was it,” 
he asked, “‘ went to Springfield and said 
the law could not be carried out? 
What engineer laid out the Stock-Yards 
route, and whose right-hand man was he? I 
am not an attorney. I have never re. 
ceived a retainer, I have never received 
$3,000 from the City of OQhicago or 
any corporation. I have not consented to 
change my policy for a corsideration. The 
insinuation that the gentleman makes that I 
have taken bribes is false. What he has said 
this afternoon is a falsehood and he knows 
it.”? 

Mr. Prendergast proceeded to reply, but 
Mr. Eckhart, who sat unmoved during the 
speech by Mr: Wenter, was shocked when Mr. 
Prendergast referred to the fact that Mr. 
Wetter paid $5,000 as an assessment when 
nominated for Drainage ‘Trustee, and aband- 
oned his seat on the Board of Education. 
He called Mr. Prendergast to order, and 
deprecated personalities. . Mr. Prendergust 
then merely observed that “this resolu- 
tion is offered merely for the purpose of 
driving the route away from its present loca- 
tion because the Stock Yards interests du not 
wish to pay special assessments,” and he 
quoted from the report of the meeting when 
Messrs. Russell and Wenter broke a quorum 
to prevent a vote in favor of special assess 
ments, much to discomfiture of that pair. 

They declared they had set themeelves right. 

“Yes, after you had been educated,” taunt- 
ingty remarked Mr. Prendergast. 

Mr. Altpeter then supported the resolution. 
He wanted “it referred to the attorney.” 


“Méssrs. Cooley, Russell, and Wenter tried to 


keep Mr. Altpeter in line, and shouted “ En- 
gineer! engineer!” at him. 

“That is right,” said Mr. Prendergast. 
“Coach him! coach him !” 

Mr. Altpeter got angry: “I want no coach- 
ing from youor from them,” he said. “I!

SUICIDE OF A DIVINE. 


DR. RZRA MARSH BORING, KILLS 
HIMSELF AT EVANSTON, 


Found Hanging to a Rafter—One of the 


Oldest Ministers of the Rock River 
Conference of the Methodist Church— 
Temporarily Insane Through I)l-Health 
~—Sketch of His Life—Mystery Surround- 
ing the Finding of a Mount Carroll, 
Ill, Girl’s Body in the Lake. 

The Rev. Ezra Marsh Boring, D. D., one of 
the oldest ministers of the Rock River Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church and one who 
had served his church long and acceptably, 
yesterday evening in Evanston, in a time of 
mental aberration, came to his death by his 
own hand. 

Dr. Boring had been in poor health nearly a 
year, and his failing strength, together with 
bronchial and heart troubles, began to show 
on his mind four months ago. During the 
summer he was poisoned by an ivy-vine, and 
the trouble from that poisoning also had its 
effect, Four weeks ago his insanity began to 
take a more violent turn, and he begar to 
show signs of wanting to make away with him- 
self. In his calmer and more ranonal moments 
Dr. Roring begged to be taken to an asylum, 
but his son, C.O. Boring, and his daughter, 
Mrs. Jones, with whom he was living, were 
not willing that their father, who had passed 
his 78th year, should leave their home if it 
were possible for him to stay, and so they 
watched him carefully. 

Last Sunday morning Dr. Boring made an 
almost successful attempt to take his life, but 
was prevented by his son before matters had 
gone too far, Yesterday the patient seemed 
to be feeling even much better than usual and 
bis daughter ventuted to go (to — the 
city for a . little shopping, leaving 
him in the care of her son, a young man of 
17. The boy leaving the roum at 4:30 for a 
few minutes on an errand returned to find his 
grandfather missing, and a search found the 
aged minister hanging to a rafter in the attic, 
where he had contrived to fix a rope. 

The funeral will be held Monday afternoon. 

Dr. Boring was born in 1813 in Ohio. He 
entered the Ohio Conference in 1845 and la- 
bored as pastor, teacher, and presiding elder, 
while in that conference. He came to Illinois 
in 1857, joining the Rock River Conference 
the same year. His firat pastorate in this 
State was at Galena, commencing in 1857, 
dufing which time Gen. Grant was a member 
of his congregation. After his work at Galena 
he was Presiding Elder of Chicago District 
for four years. Among the appointmente he 
filled in and about Chicago were St. Paul’s, 
Grant Place, State Street, and Dixon Street. 
The largest portion of his time, however, was 
spent as agent of the Home for the Friendless 
of this city. He was one of the founders of 
the Desplaines camp meeting, and for 
a time was manager of that  insti- 
tution. For four or § five years 
he was connected with the Superannu- 
ate Relief Society. His favorite. project of 
later years had been to build up an endow- 
ment for the benefit of the superannuated 
ministers of the Methodist Church and about 
all the funds towards this purpose have been 
accumulated by “ Father’ Boring,.as he was 
familiarly called by his friends. The last six 
or seven years of his life were spent in 
Evanston with his children, although he had 
done much active work. 


HER BODY FOUND IN THE LAKE. 


Mystery Surrounding the Death of a Girl 
from Mount Carroll, 1). 

A mystery surrounds the circumstances at- 

tending the death of 19-year-old Varrie Smith, 


whose body was found floating in the lake at 


ing. Thursday evening Carrie was at her 
boarding-place with Mrs, A, W. Perkins at 
No. 225 Michigan avenue. She was in an un- 
asualily happy frame of mind, and after laugh- 
ing and joking with her acquaintances left the 
house to take ashort walk, as she said; as 
events transpired to be found floating in the 
lake. 

Miss Smith was a member of a good family 
at Mount Carroll, Ill. She was bright, well 
educated, and of a happy, sunny disposition, 
which made her a general favorite since she 
came to Chicago to take a position as stenog- 
rapher in a lawyor’s office at No. 226 La Salle 
street. She seemed contented and happy, but 
made few intimate friends. She was an accom- 
plished musician and bore a medal for excel- 
lence in pianoforte work at one of the leading 
ceclleges of the city. 

Her only intimate friends were a young 
married couple from Mount Carroll, who 
lived on Prairie avenue, and when she did not 
return home Friday it was supposed she had 
gone to visit them and no uneasiness was felt. 
In the evening a note was brought to -the 
house from the office where Miss Smith was 
employed asking an explanation of her ab- 
sence and Mrs. Perkins became alarmed. In- 
quiries were set on foot, but no clew to the 
girl’s whereabouts could be discovered. 

There were no marks on the girl’s body and 
the police believe it was acase of suicide, 
Mrs. Perkins, however, says she is sure the 
The body 
was taken to the Hyde Park morgue. 


NEED NOT TESTIFY AGAINST HIMSELF. 


Decision by the Supreme Court Relative to 
Gambling Cases, 

Hiirss0r0, Iil., Novy. 21.—[Special.}—A de- 
cision has just been rendered by the Supreme 
Court of Illinois, in session at Mount Vernon, 
in the case of F. E. Minter, -who 
was subpoenaed as a witness to ap 
pear before the Gallatin County 
grand jury to testify as to what he 
knew about gambling at a certain resort. 
The first question asked him was: Do you 
know of any person playing at a game with 
cards for money, checks, or other valnable 
thing in Gallatin County within eighteen 
months past? and he answered: “‘I do.” He 
was then asked: “‘Whom did you see play- 
ing?” This question he  tefused to 
answer on the ground that it would 
tend to criminate himself. He 
was taken before the Circuit Judge, who held 
that he could testify against others and not 
criminate himself. The witness still refused 
to answer on the ground that evidence against 
others was laying the foundation for his own 
convichon. He was fined $25 for con- 
tempt, after which he took the case to 
the Appellate Court, where the lower 
court was sustained: On appeal to the 
Supreme Court the decision was reversed, the 
court holding thkt Minter was right, and 
quoting as a ground for its judgment Art. 2, 
Sec. 10 of the Constitution, which provides: 
“No person shall be compelled in any crim- 
inal case to give evidence agamst himself.”

EX-PRESIDENT HILL OF HARVARD DEAD. 


He Was Head of the Institution During the 
War 

Bostow, Mass., Nov. 21.+~-[Special.]—The 
Rev. Thomas Hill, ex-President of Harvard 
College, who had been seriously ill at the 
home of his daughter, Mra. Dr. Alfred Worces- 
ter, in Waltham, for some time past, passed 
peacefully away about 5.0’clock this morning. 
He was born in New Brunswick, N. J., Jan. 7, 
1818. His father wasa tanner and also served 
as Judge of the Court of Common Pleas. The 
son was left an ‘orphan when 
very young, and in 1880 was apprenticed 
to an apothecary in New Brunswick. Ip 1839 
he entered Harvard College and was graduated 
in 1843, remaining as a divinity student until 
1845. In the same year he became pastor of a 
Unitarian Society at Waltham, preaching 
there for fourteen years. In 1849 he 
succeeded Horace Mann in the Presidency of 
Antioch (O.) College, and guring his service 
there was also paster of Church of the 
Redeemer in Cincinnati. He became Pres- 
ident of Harvard College m 1862 and held 
the office until 1868, resigning on account of 
illness. While he was President he advocated 
the elective system, and it was during his 
government of the college that the 
first changes in this direction 
were made. His mathematical genius 
showed itself early in hfe, and he was distin- 
guished for great originality and fertility in 
the investigation of curves, adding to their 
number and simplifying their expression.

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UNCLE SAM SHOULD BE SATISFIED. 


Canal Privileges of the United States Said 
te Be Quite One-Sided, 

Monrreat, Que., Nov. 21.—[Special.]—Tnhe 
decision of the Chicago Board of Trade to 
petition Washington anent the treatment of 
Americans by the Canadian government in 
the matter of canal privileges has caused a 
good deal of comment here. The Witness 
Monday will say: “ In all that concerns navi- 
gation on the great lakes, rivers, and straits 
which either divide or join Canada and the 
United States there should be complete reci- 
procity, Asa matter of fact, however, the 
American government has no right to com- 
plain, in view of its own course, 
should Canada openiy withdraw the 
privileges and reénact discriminating 
tolls against the United States vessels.

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IMMIGRATION STATISTICS IN CANADA. 


Increase Over the Number Whe Entered 
the Dominion Last Year. 

Mowrreat, Que., Nov. 21.—[Special.]—The 
Dominion immigration agent’ in Montreal 
will issue hie annual report to the government 
in a few days. It will show the number of 
arrivals in Canada to Oct, 21 to be 26,729, as 
compared with 23,170 for last year. There is 
a decrease of arrivals by way of the United 
States of 417. The amount of capital brought 
by the immigrants and registered as passing 
through the immigration office was $394,600, as 
compared with $498,400 last year. The English 
arrived in larger numbers than all the other 
nationalities combined. ‘A striking fact also is 
that the Irish and Scotch are comparatively 
few. Scandinavians were numerous, as also 
were the French and Belgians. The following 
were occupations: Farmers, 585, against 408 
last year; farm laborers, 909, against 383; 
general laborers, 2,297, against 4,528; me- 
cLanics, 1,250, against 568; clerks and traders, 
377, against 160; female servants, 594, against 
1,442; not classified, 4,685, against 4,372. 

The destinations were: Quebec Province, 
8,101, against 2,727 in 1890; Ontario, 1,860, 
against 2,296; Manitoba, 1,740, against 1,080; 
Northwest Territories, 770, against 422; Brit- 
ish Columbia, 696, against 379; United States, 
2,437, against 1,633. 

During the months of July, August, and 
September 1,116 exiled Russian Jews arrived 
in the city by the several steamship lines.

NATIONAL CONVENTIONS. 


How They First Became a Necessity in the 
United States. 

The spirited rivalry of leading cities of the 
country for the National Republican conven- 
tion of 92 recalls some interesting political 
facts in the United States. 

The student of political history in this coun- 
try does not need to be informed that Wash- 
ington was never nominated for President by 
convention nor by any caucus. Thesystem of 
nomioating candidates for the offices of Presi- 
dentand Vice-President by State Legislatures 
and Congressional caucus appliedin the nom- 
ipationsof Madison, Monroe, and Crawford. 
Gen. Jackson was first nominated in 1828 by 
the State islature of Tennessee. -In those 
days State Legislatures brought out their 
favor:te sons, or the favorite sons brought out 
themselves, and the people did the rest. In 
1828 Jackson was again nominated by the 
Tennessee Legislature and by the Legisiature 
of Pennsylvania. In 1882 the “voice of the 
nn rg ” and the action of State Legislatures 
m Jackson’s candidacy inevitable, but 
party feeling had gained such a foothold by 
that time that a conventiwn of the people was 
deemed necessary to make a choice for Vice- 
President, and a convention was called to meet 
in Baltimore in May, 1832, at which Jackson 
was nominated, pro forma, for President and 
Martin Van was nominated for Vice- 
President.

Hendricks.

FIREFLIES AND THEIR LIGHTS. 


American Fireflies, English Glow Worms, 
Tropical Lantern Flies, and (entipedes. 
Washington Star: Fireflies have been put 

and are even to this day applied to some curi- 
ous uses. In Santo Domingo and other West 
India islands they are employed for lighting 
purposes, being confined in lanterns, both for 
going about the country at night and for the 
Ulumination of dwellings. By attaching one 
of them to each foot while traveling in the 
darkness they serve asa guide to t path. 
They are aiso utilized in Cuba and elsewhere 
for ornaments, wherewith the gowns and 
coiffures of ladies are adorned on festive occa- 
sions. One can read by the light which a few 
of these insects give, ne point that may be 
ur in behalt of these fireflies is that they 
kill mosquitoes, finding in the latter their fa- 
vorite prey. 

The ancients were probably unacquainted 
with the ge of fireflies which are so fa- 
miliar io t country, beeause the most re- 
imarkabie of these are peculiar to America. 
The grat lantern flies of Southern Europe 
and Asia, which are sometimes called “ flying 
glow worms,” are allied to the boat flies and 
water scorpions. (mn thé other hand the fire- 
flies of the tropics are beetles, The latter are 
of somber hue in the daytime, and it is only 
at night that they show their lights. 

The English glow worm is wingless fe- 
male of a winged beetle. Some suppose that 
the light she bears is bestowed for her protec- 
tion to scare away the nightingale and other 
nocturnal birds, Others, however, believe 
that the gift of brightnens is the very lure by 
which her foes are assisted to discover and de- 
vour her.

PLANNING FOR THE DEDICATION. 


The Governors of Several States Invited to 
Send Troops toe Chicago. 

Fifteen thousand troopé at least, with all the 
crack artillery companies in the country, will 
be secured for the week of the World’s Fair 
dedicatory ceremonies of Oct. 12, 1892. The 
display of troops is to be | particularly impres- 
sive, and, according to the Secretary of the 
Committee on Ceremonies, there will be the 
greatest display of artillery here at that time 
ever brought together in one place in the 
United States since the close of the Civil War. 

The work of getting these troops here has 
just formally begun. Yesterday Col. E. C. 
Culp, Secretary of the Committee on Ceremo- 
nies, sent out to the Governors of nine States 
surrounding I linois a request that in the ag- 
gregate they furnish 8,500 troops to be mem- 
bers of the National Guard of the States indi- 
cated. ' | 

Gov. J. E, Campbell of Ohio was asked to 
send 1,000 men, Gov. A. P. Hovey of Indiana 
500 men, Gov. Fifer of Dlinois 3,000 men, Gov, 
S, B. Buckner of Kentucky 500 men, Gov. D. 
R. Francis of Missouri 600 men, Gov. Boies 
of Iowa 500 men, Gov, W. R. Merriam of 
Minnesota 500 men, Gov. George W. Peck of 
Wisconsin 1,000 men, Gov. E. D. Winans of 
Michigan 1,000 men. 

This makes a total of 8,500 troops specially 
invited. In addition there will be 5,000 regu- 
lars of the United States army. 

In his letter to the Governors Secretary Culp 
says the encampment will last from Oct. 11 to 
Oct. 14 inclusive. He alsp announces that. the 
Rrposhicn management will furnish quarters 
and subsistence during the encampment, He 
advises that the men arrive in Chicago Mon- 
day, Oct. 10, fully equipped, with the exception 
of tents, including aruis, dress and fatigue 
uviforms, canteens, haversacks, overcoats, and 
two Slankets per man. 

Beyond the number of men of the National 
Guard of the United States army indicated it 
is expected that the Governors of many of the 
States will be accompanied by the guard. 
Artillery companies and regiments are ex- 

ted from Colorado, Louisiana, Obio, 
ennsylvania, and other States where prom- 
inence has been given to artillery companies, 

The entire cost of the encampment esti- 
mated at $30,000, The reasons for inviting 
the Governors of the States adjoining or near 
to Illinois to send the specified allotment of 
troops was because of thei proximity. Less 
expense would be entailed for transportation. 
In the summer of 1893 there will be another 
encampment, when it is expected that troops 
from a distance will be present,

Parker said he would, and President Walden 
said the resolution had not been seconded and 
the matter was dropped.

ARE THESE LINCOLN’S WORDS! 


Ex-Senator Ingalls Declares a Widely Cir- 
culated Extract to Be a Fraud. 

In a recent issue of the New Nation, says 
John J. Ingalls in the Kansas City Star, I 
find this alleged quotation from President 
Lincoln: 

‘‘T see in the near future,” said Abraham 
Lincoln in 1865, “a crisis approaching that 
unnerves me, and causes me to tremble for 
the safety of tiny country. Asa result of the 
war corporations have been enthroned and an 
era of corruption in high places will follow 
and the money power of the country will en- 
deavor to prolong its reign by working upon 
the prejudices of the people until all wealth 
is aggregated in a few hands and the re- 
public is destroyed. I feel at this moment 
more anxiety for the safely of my country 
than ever before, even in the midst _of the 
war.”’ 


The same extract has been floating through 
the journals of anarchy and socialism for 
several years, and hav been a favorite para- 
graph with pessimistic orators in their appeals 
to the passions of the poor. 

It does not appear in any of the published 
messages, speeches, or letters of Lincoln. 
The internal evidence is against its authenti- 
city. The words, the style, the construction 
are like nothing in his composition. Mr. 
Nicolay, his former secretary, has never seen 
nor heard such expressions 1n writings or 
utterances of President Lincoln. 

Evidently it is a malignant and clumsy 


forgery.

he Rock Island was the one road that stood 
out openly against the reduction, and its stand 
is accounted for by the fact that havmg no 
interest in the hog shipme.ts, not being in 
that business in or out of Kansas City, it was 
induced to take the stand it did by other roads 
desirous of preventing the reduction, but not 
daring to do so openly. 

The Burlington people strenuously deny the 
truth of the charge, and say that they are 
willing that the reduction should be made 
with certain exceptions. According to the 
Burlington agent's statement that road 
offered a resolution making the reduction in 
the rates on live hogs as requested 
by Kansas City from all points on 
the Hannibal and St. Joseph, From all points 
on the Council Bluffs the reduction would be 
consented to except from certain points named, 
where the rate would be $2.50 a car r 
This resolution did not and the Burling- 
ton ascribes the opposition of another road as 
the cause. ,

William Garnett’s Pian to Make Uncle Sam 
a Banker. 
’ Savings ‘banks for the masses, where 
amounts from one penny upward may be 
deposited at a lew rate of interest with Uncle 
Sam for the President, cashier, and Board of 
Directors of them all, is a measure for which

It will culti- 
vate a spirit of economy and thrift 1n the ris- 
ing generation. People would have con- 
fidence in such savings banks. They know 
that Uncle Sam is not going to abscond and 
fly to Canada. Then the government could 
take money to redeem its bonds. I think it 
would be.a blessing to the working classes.”’ 
In replying to a recent letter from Mr. Gar- 
nett Postmaster-General .Wanamaker said 
that if the measure rested with the Postoffice 
Department immediate action would be taken 
to put the scheme into operation. But legis- 
lation by Con was necessary. He would 
urge the friends to do what they could to in- 
duce Congress to take action so that the 
“* beneficent measure can be established.” 
Mr. Garnett is anxious that the Republican 
party take up the scheme. Though born and 
raised in Kentucky he is a Republican. In 
1840 he cast his'firat Presidential vote for W. 
H. Harrison. In 1888 he, with his five sons, 
a son-in-law, and a grandson, voted for Ben- 
jamin Harrison for the same office. In 1860 
was one of 113 men in Louisville who voted 
for Lincoln. In 1862 he came to Chicago and 
one of his sons enlisted in an Illinois regi- 
ment and was killed in one of the engage- 
ments before Vicksburg. Since coming to 
Chicago Mr. Garnett has been engaged in the 
real estate business. He is the father of 
Judge Gwynne Garnett.

Bustwess on.the Erie Canal has béen very 
light this year. The boatmen have carried 
much less grain than usual in spite of abun- 
dant harvests, But itis not true, as alleged, 
that this is because “a vast quantity of grain 
is held in storage for higher prices.” The 
movement of wheat to market since the close 
of June is nearly two and a half times that 
of the corresponding time last year and nearly 
double that of the same number of weeks two 
yearsago. The deliveries of corn were light 
for the reason that little corn of the new crop 
has been fit to ship up to date, and the old 
from the crop of 1890 was pretty well used up 
before the new was in marketable condi- 
tion. The true reason for the -deca- 
dence of the grainarrying business 
on the Erie Canal is to be found 
in the fact that the railroads are willing to 
carry at cheap rates in competition with the 
water routes, and that the time occupied in 
transit is commercially more valuable than it 
used to be. That is why for several years past 
there has been an almost steady falling off in 
the business of the canal, and the very same 
reasons form cogent arguments against the 
undertaking of the costly job ot enlarging the 
lilinois and Michigan Canal beyond the limits 
demanded by sanitary considerations. The 
men who are talking about such a commercial 
waterway being absolutely necessary to the 
prosperity of Chieago are dreaming among 
shadows of the past. They have not kept pace 
with the changing conditions of the age in 
which we live. They are mentally fossilized 
and are out of their place so long as they are 
out of their graves. 


THE NEW ELECTION BOARD. 

Judge Scales, after much hesitation and 
many broken promises. has appointed Elec- 
tion Commissioners to sueceed Capt. John J. 
Healy and Mr. Luke Coyne. The nominees 
are William A. Hutchings and Michael 
Schweisthal. The former is said to bea Re- 
publican, though his appointment was urged 
mostly by Democrats, and it was made 
against the protest of all the local Republican 
leaders who have the confidence of their party. 
Mr. Schweisthal, the Vemocratic nominee, is 
a Bourbon Democrat who has led his party in 
some forlorn hopes. He is in the banking 
business, and is a reputable gentleman of 
moderate ability. He has not the remotest 
knowledge of the intricate Election law, and 
will have to depend for guidance on his Dem- 
ocratic colleague, William J. English, a par- 
tisan of the straitest-sect, who is the faith- 
ful representative of the local Tammany. 

Apart from his surroundings and his polit- 
ical environments and sponsors Mr. Hutch- 
ings isafairman. He is what is called a good 
fellow, and is a boon companion of the County 
Judge. He understands the régistration law, 
and was largely instrurmental in having it 
amended durmg the last session of the Legis- 
lature. Hehad charge of the Pence bills in 
the House and worked earnestly to secure 
their enactment. Moreover he has the repu- 
tation of being athoroughly honorable man. 
His sponsorship for the position to which he 
has been appointed has been unfortunate. 
But there is every reason to believe that he 
will act loyally in the interest of his party. 
He will aeed all his wit about him in deal- 
ing with such a master of finance, such an 
artist in casuistry, as his Democratic colleague, 
Mr. English. 

It is understood that the new board will re- 
organize the office force and that Mr. William 
A. Taylor, a former attaché of Tuz Trisune 
and more recently city editor and managing 
editor of the Herald, will become chief clerk, 
vice Mr. Twohig, retired. Mr. Taylor is a 
Democrat, but a fair-minded one, and it is be- 
lieved that he will coaduct his office fairly 
and will try to see justice done. 

The only regrettable incidents about the ap- 
pointments and the reorganization are those 
in which the County Judge has figured so 
prouiinently. In defiance of the letter and 
spirit of the law he ignored the candidates 
indorsed by the local Republican leaders and 
by the Republican press. He made pledges 
and promises to the Republicans only to break 
them, and ended by selecting a personal friend 
who is said to have the indorsement of the 
most active partisan Democrats in the State 
and the city as the Republican Commissioner. 
The strange course of combined duplicity and 
prevarication in which the County Judge has 
indulged conceruing this appointment does 
not augur well for the course of the Canvass- 
ing Board, ot which the County Judge is ex- 
officio President and in which the Republicans 
will have but Mr. Hutchings as the solitary 
Republican against four Democrats. 


ROGER Q. MILLS" NOTA FREE-TRADER” |! 

Mr. Mills of Texas was in New York Friday 
to get the votes of the Tammany Congress. 
men for the Speakership: He had been under 
the impression that he had secured them by 
letting it be known that the Committee on 
Coinage would be made. ap in such a way that 
any Free Silver bill which might be feferred 
to it would be squeiched. This was a great 
sacrifice of principle on Mr. Mills’ part, for 
he has been deeply in love with free silver for 
many years. But great as the sacrifice was it 
does not seem to have been sufficient. The 
New York members, imbued with the views 
of the pretection Sun, appear to have calied 
for pledges on the tariff question also. 

This must have been the case or Mills would 
not, unsolici have repudiated all he has 
been ing and preaching for the last four 
years. While in New York he said to a prom- 
inent clergyman of Brooklyn: 

I am nota freetrader. That is a concoction 
of the enemy. [believe in a tariff for revenue 
ay with the least burdei of taxation. Until 

Cleveland wrote his message in 1887 manu- 
poate on believed that they owed their prosperity 
to protection, They are getting over that error.

Some one, supposed to be Mills of Texas, has 
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dently is a secret which only time can unravel. 
Neither the Parisian press, politicians, nor 
public have been able to solve it. It has been 
stated that M. de Giers himself has denied 
any intention of organizing an alliance; but, 
as diplomatists are not in the habit of either 
affirming or denying in matters of statecraft, 
there would be little virtue in the denial, even 
if he has madé it. The Talleyrand maxim 
that language is made to conceal ideas applies 
particularly to diplomacy, and if a denial 
were useful to M. de Giers in concealing the real 
situation from the avowed enemies of Russia 
and France he would not hesitate to make it. 

One thing is certain. The outcome of peace 
or war depends upon Russia and France. 
Should they contract an alliance it would be a 
menace to Austria,. Germany, and Italy that 
could hardly stop short of war, for in that 
case the present strained relations might give 
way on the slightest provocation, and there 
are many provocations in the present situa- 
tron which are far from being slight. Should 
they on the other hand fail to make an alli- 
ance and negotiate a commercial treaty, it 
would be an indication of peace, for the pres- 
ent at least. If they come together the situ- 
ation would be a serious one. If they do not 
come together then the Emperor of Germany 
would have his many times expressed 
wish for peace gratified for some time 
longer. Meanwhile it is the unknown 
which wili happen. The reader has his.choice 
of opinions. In any event there is no danger 
of war before another year. Not one of the 
powers concerned ¢an afford a campaign in 
winter. As to the outlook for 1892, there are 
several factors in the situation which portend 
trouble. The French desire for revenge, the 
concentration of Russian troops on the Aus- 
trian and Roumanian frontiers, the Russian 
temptation to cover up internal commotions 
by engaging in. wars, the steady increase of 
the German army, the German Emperor’s 
frequent assertion that he is ready for defense, 
and the extraordiiary martial activity of all 
the powers Concerned combine to make a dan- 
gerous tension of relations. In this complica- 
tion the alliance of Russia and France would 
be the signal for crying havoc and letting slip 
the dogs of war. How much longer they can 
be held in the leash is problematical. 


RUSSIAN WHEAT PROHIBITION. 

The current of business on ‘the Chicago 
Board of Trade 18 often agitated by false 
rumors, and occasionally by one that is true. 
Last week it hed several doses of “ news,”’ 
mostly in relation to the expected prohibition 
of wheat exports from Russia. Wednesday 
this was positively announced as having been 
ordered by the Czar, and many thousands of 
dollars changed hands as a consequence of 
the flurry in prices: It was afterwards an- 
nounced that the “‘news”’ had no better 
foundation than a telegram from this city to 


Minneapolis, which was sent from Chicago in 


the first ‘place, and the matter was brought to 
the attention of the directors as a fit 
subject for the exercise of discipline on 
some unworthy member. The .thing 
was generally supposed to be a fake of 
the most unblushinmg description. Now 
there is some doubt aboutthis. It is definitely 
announced by cable from St. Petersburg that 
the ukase prohibiting the export of wheat from 
Russia was issued Saturday, to go into offect 
Monday, and it is open to question if the 
rumor of a few days ago was one of those 
shadows which are cast ahead by coming 
events or simply a lie at the time which 
chanced to be atruth later. If the result of 
an actual leaking out the thing would not be 
without a parailel, and if nothing more than a 
happy guess it has scores of precedents, but is 
not thereby justified in the estimation of 
honest men. Here is the Associated Press 
report: 

Str. PerTerspurG, Nov. 21.—Contrary to the an- 
nouncement made a few days ago that nothing 
farther wotd be doné in connection with the 
question of exporting wheat from Russia until 
the Czar’s return from Livadia early in December, 
a ukase from his Majesty was issued today pro- 
hibiting the exvort of wheat and wheat products 
from Russia. This prohibition, which will go into 
effect next Monday, will be executed under the 
same conditions as those governing the prohibi- 
tion recently decreed against the export of oats. 

Lowbon, Nov. 21. 1 p. m—The announcement of 
the Rassian prohibition against the export of 
wheat influenced the market for American rail- 
road securities, which became strong. 

The Chronicle's St, Petersburg correspondent 
says it is expected that the exportation of horses 
to Austria and Germany will be prohibited. This 
and thé prohibition of the éxportation of wheat 
are regarded as having a military significance. 

Curcaao, Nov. 21, p. m.—Wheat hizher, chiefly 
on a cable from the editor of the Liverpool Corn 
Trade News to Secretary Stone that the Russian 
probibitery dkase had been issued.

JEWS AND THEIR LANGUAGE. 

One of the most remarkable facts of the 
present age is the eagetness with which the 
New Testament is bemg read. and studied 
among the Jews, That “peculiar people” 
are not only. reading the book, each in the 
vernacular of the country in which he resides, 
but many of their number are studying it in 
Hebrew. It is reported that the two principal 
Hebrew versions of the work have had circu- 
lations exceeding that accorded to tne most 
noted books of fiction, and a complete He- 
brew commertary on the New Testament is 
one of the latest things to be announced as in 
course of publication at Leipsic. Nor is this 
the only Christianliteratnre that has found 
ready acceptance with them. Such works as 
Bunyan’s “ Pilgrim’s Progress’ and Milton’s 
“Paradise Lost” have been translated into 
the same old language and micet with ready 
sale. 

All this proves that.the Hebrew is far from 
being the dead language ynost folks suppose it 
to be. The fact is the study of it has been re- 
vived among the Jews in the last few years, 
not so much in this country as in the Old 
World, and itis Gonsidéréd pfobable that as 
many human beings now speak it, either 
purely or in some jargon form, as spoke it at 
the time of the Exodus, when the Jews are 
supposed to have first asserted a claim to 
nationality. Furthermore, it may be stated 
as probable that thenmumber of Jews who are 
reading the New Testament ‘in Hebrew ex- 
ceeas that of the Christians who are studying 
the Old Testament in the same language. 
The Jew is not necéssarily reading the first 
with intent to become 4a Christian.

The official report. of Mexican exports dur- 
ing the first half of the present year shows 
that they were valued at $30,905,000. L OF these 
exports the United States. took $23,472,000 
worth, and all other countries but pe Fee ens 


trial machinery, locomotives and céré, cotton 
cloth, lumber, meats, and provisions, live 
stock, and breadstuffs. 

A trade of $60,000,000 a year, for that is 
what that of Mexico amounts to, is worth 
having, and there is no reason why the United 
States should not monopolize it, The exten- 
sion of the American railway systénis into 
the neighboring republic. has made this coun- 
try the great market for everything that Mex- 
ico has to sell, and the closer the coimmercial 
relations between the two nations the better 
for both. There is no rivalry between them. 
Each produces things which the other does 
not, and there should be no obstacle m the 
way of en unlimited exchange of those prod- 
ucts. There should be complete reciprocity. 

Mexico has been a poorer market for Amer- 
ican goods than should have béen the case, 
because of the multiplicity of interior custom- 
houses where duties were collétted for the 
benefit of States. Imagine what the cost of 
foreign goods would be in Iowa, if after hav- 
ing paid a Federal duty at New York they paid 
additional duties at Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, and Iowa custom-houses. This 
vexatious method of raisiiig revenue for the 
Mexican States is to be done away with in a 
short time. The central government has 
more strength now than ever before, and it 
has made arrangerients to get rid of a system 
which has done so much to lessen the con- 
sumption of American products, With its re- 
moval and the extension of the Mexican rail- 
ways, American exports will be doubled. 

Mr. Blaine is at present negotiating a reci- 
procity agreement with Mexico, and may be re- 
lied on to do the best he can with the means at 
his disposal to advance American interests. 
But Congress can do morethanhecan. It can 
provide for unlimited reciprocity with Mex- 
ico, and it should not hesitate to do so. There 
may be a protest from some of tliose “ petty 
industries’ which Senator Sherman says have 
been favored too much—from the Owner ofa 
leed mine ora hemp grower—but the great 
industries of the country will be benefited, 
and the Pan-American countries will be en- 
abled to see that the United States is not gov- 
erned in its dealings with them by land huh- 
ger or by a wish to “boss” them, but simply 
by a sincere desire to see them prosper com- 
mercially and otherwise. 


LABOUCHERE’S PEN PICTURE OF BRITISH 
ROYALTY. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere, member of Parlia- 
ment and the editor of Truth, contributes to 
the Forum an article upon British royalty 
which has attracted eonsiderable attention by 
reason of his influential position in the En- 
glish world, both as politician and journalist. 
It goes without saying that he is not an ardent 
admirer of royalty in Britain-or anywhere 
else, for that matter, and he is not restrained 
in any way from speaking his mind. He lays 
little stress on the social advantages of mon. 
archy; on the other harid he is of opinion that 
its tendency is to breed snobbism, and he 
punctures it in the following vigorous fashion : 


Since the Priace Consort diéd the court has ex- 
ercised little social influence, owing to the re- 
tired life of the Queen. The court “functions” 
are limited to drawing-rooms, levees, and occa- 
sional state concerts; and at most of them the 
Queen herself does not a 
room a number of ancient lad 
and girls, bedecked with feat 
and with long trains sweeping 


slowly before the sovereign or the soversig 
resentative. Ata levés, either in uniform or 
dreased to imitate n. do the ® thing. 
What they gain or what the country gains by 
this masquerading it is impossible for the i mag- 
ination to conceive. The invitations to state con- 
certs are mainly distributed &4among the nobility, 
the corps diplomatiqtea, Ministers, and a few who 
have managed to ie se charmed circle 
without being bofn ih it. as ati appearance 
at one of these gathérings is a passport to the 
highest society it is eageriy sought after. We are, 
said Napoleon, a hatioh of shopkeepers, but, as 
no shopkeeper is allowéd to attend even a levee, 
it is obvious that the yaét majurity of the inhab- 
itants of this country have nothing to do with 
these ceremonial festivities beyond the privilege 
of paying for them. 


We have heard much of the cost of royalty, 
but the items of expenditure which Mr. 
Labouchere gives in several pages of detail 
make an appalling total which the British 
public has to pay for the luxury of entertain- 
ing the Queen and her numerous family. All 
told, royalty costs about $5,000,000 per annum. 
In addition to the maintenance of palaces and 
the building of foyal yachts, the incomes 
voted to the family areenormous. The Prince 
of Wales has over $500,000 and the Princess 
$50,000 a year. The younger gons of the 
Queen have been voted $125,000, the daughters 
$20,000 each, the Duke of Cambridge, the 
Queen’s cousin, $60,000, and his two sisters, 
$25,000 and $15,000 “respectively, .and $500,000 
was voted to the Empress Frederick of Ger- 
many when she married. The Lord Cham ber- 
lain, Lord Steward, and of the Buck 
Hounds get $28,500, seven ‘Lords in Waiting 
get $3,500 each for a few weeks each year “in 
attendance.” The Ladies of the Bedchamber 
have $2,500 a yearesch,. By way of contrast 
Mr. Labouchere asks:

Pulpit and Press,. Obristian and Hebrew, 
Join Insues.in Methods for the Improve- 


ment of the Spiritual Condition of the 
Eastern Metropolis—Dr. Burrell Presides 
at a Meeting, and Dr. Strong and Rabbi 
Kohler Speak in Behalf of the New 
Movement for the City’s Purification. 

New Yorx, Nov. 20.—The first meeting of 
the humanitarian and moral movement of the 
united pulpit and press was held last evening 
inthe Marble Collegiate Church, Twenty- 
ninth street and Fifth avenue. The attend- 
ance was large and representative. Followers 
of all creeds showed by their presence that 
under the banner of the new crusade all the 
forces that make for righteousness and for the 
good of mankind are enlisted. In connection 
with the meeting two facts emphasize them- 
selves. The first is that it was the prelude to 
a concerted appeal from seventy-five pulpits— 
broad church, high church, low church, Prot- 
estant, Catholic, Hebrew, every church—Sab- 
bath first in behalf of the social reform. 

Dr. Burrell opened the meeting with a 
speech, in which he said: 

The two greatest forces of modern civilization 
are the pulpit and the press. in many ways they 
work along divergent lines, but they are not 
without interest in common, It goes without 
saying that the ministers are all conce for the 
betterment of the fabric. Their differ- 
ences in c and cultus have sometimes pre- 
vented their codperation in practical beneficence ; 
but editors are a homogeneous body of charitable

The Entire Distance Will Be Covered in 
Twenty-four and One-Half Hours—First 
Trip te Be Made in January 
Over the Pennsylvania—Im provements 
in the Suburban Mail Service—What 
Supt. White Says About the Matter— 
Chairman Midgiey’s Answer toa Fed- 
eral Grand.Jury Subpena. . 

Another fast mail train ié to be run between 
Chicago and New York. It will run over the 
Pennsylvania route by way of Pittsburg and 
will cover the entire distance in twenty-four 
and.one-half hours. It will leave Chicago at 
9 o’clock in the evening and reach New York 
at 9:30 the evening following. On the retura 
trip it will leave New York in the morning 
and arrive in Chicago the next morning. The 
cars are pow in course of construction for 
this new train, which will make its first trip 
early in January. 

Capt. James E. White, General Superin- 
tendent of the Railway Mail service,  ‘vedin 
the city from Washington yesterda,. ce is 
here on a tour of inspection and to 
make plans for handifng the mails during 
the World’s Fair. He is also going 
to increase the siburban mail service. 
Chicago now has -probabiy the vest railway 
mail service of any city in the country, he 
said, and it is to be greatly improved. 

* As to the new fast mail train between Chi- 
cago and New York,’’ continued Capt. White, 
** it will be attached to the Pennsylvania lim- 
ited as far as Pittsburg, and from that point 
on it will have a special engine. On the re- 
‘turn trip it will gather up the mails from Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, Washington, and all the 
country tributary to the Pennsylvania road 
and get them iito Chicago several hours 
sooner than they have been in the past.” 

Referrmg to the proposed improvement in 
the matter of suburban mail service, Capt. 
White said that so far the service had been 
satisfactory. “‘It ig our intention to put a 
mail-train on the Northwestern road to run 
from here to Harvard and possibly to Janes- 
ville, Wis.,”’ he said. “lt is to be arranged so 
that people along the line can mail a letter to 
tne city in the Morning and get an answer the 
same evening. The train will leave here at 4 
o’cloek in the afternoon and reach the end of 
the mail route at 8 o’ciock inthe morning. We 
will also putasimilar train on the Lilinois 
Central to run to Gilman. It is our intention 
to keep on improving the service so that it will 
be in perfect order to handle immense 
amount of mail matter during World’s 
Fair. 

Mail-Trains That Come and Go. 

“At present 144 mail-trains leave Chicago 
every day and 145 arrive. Ido not think any 
other city in the .country has as thany. In 
Cincinnati seventy arrive and seventy-three 
depart, in St. Louw seventy-five arrive and 
seventy-two depart, andin St. Paul seventy- 
five arrive and seventy-four depart. During 
the last fiscal pear there were 253,766,256 letters 
made up ready for the lettet-carriers to de- 
liver in the Cities. we are continually 
improving Our facilities for mendling the mails 
on the trains. Last year-11,000 miles of new 
service were added and the service was 
greatly improved on 7,000 miles of 
the old routes. The amount of mail 
matter is also  incréasi During the 
fiscal year of 1890 we led 7,500,000,000 
pieces and for the fiscal year of 1891 we han- 
dled 8,546,870,000 pieces, and the service was 
improved, as our ‘reports show. In 1890 we 
made one error for every 2,796 pieces, and this 
last year we made one error in every 4.194 
pieces handled. _ But the public made 5,000,000 
more mistakes than did postal service, in 
the matter of wrong addresses and letters 
without stamps. the badly addressed let- 
ters there were 7,259,156; and 2,621,396 of these 
were returned to the writers, 2,372,767 were 
co and sent to their proper destination,

C Up to the spring of 1860 the Payne family 
prospered fairly well in making a home in the 
unsettled West. Then came the drought and 
killed every wih | thing in vegetation and 
drove all who could go out of the country. 
John, the youngest son, tired of this monoton- 
ous suecession of desolating days anc his rest- 
less soul longed for action. At that time the 
western part of the State was designated on 
the maps as the “Great American Desert,” 
but in this country it was called simply “ The 
Plains.” The only road leading into and 
across these- plains was the Santa Fé trail. 
Most of the lements of the country were 
along this trail. The trains were made up of 
several wagons drawn by seven, eight, and 
sometimes nine yokes of oxen, the drivers of 
which were called bullwhackers. 

These trains would often stop at the Payne 
home over night, and terrible were the tales 
the builwhackers told when of an evening 
seated around a fire. they would recount the 
adventures of a life On the plains. John lis- 
tened to these tales with a palpitating heart

Mails Between America and China. 

The manner in which the Chinese mail is 
handled in this city 1s a matter which is little 
discussed and much less understood. It is 
generally supposed, however, that a Chinese 
interpreter is employed in the Chicago Post- 
office for the sole purpose of taking care of the 
Chinese mail matter. But such i@, not the 
case, The government has never seen the 
necessity of employmg an interpreter, for’a 
letter addressed in Chinese hierogl has 
also a duplicate address written in English 
language, thus avoiding any | maldneeeceeet 
ing and putting the Chinese on the same 
footing as a domestic one. i | 

When a Chinaman wants to send a letter to | 
his native country he first secures the services 
of une of his countrymen who is conversant | 
with the English language. In his oWn hand- 
writing he ma the address on the envelope, | 
and then the services of the interpreter come 
into play. This individual writes in 
on the back of the envelope the same 
that is written on the opposite 
abling the mail carriers 
to hanale the letter from the Chinese 
view as though it was for domestic 
The letter, duly stamped, speeds ite 
the continent to San Francisco, from 
there is put in one of the mai! ships bound for 
China.

THE CHOSEN ‘PEOPLE. 


A Sketch of the Wonderful Race Which | 


Has No Abiding Place, Yet Which Still 
is a Power ‘ia the World and Gas Con- 
trolled the Finances of Every Country— 
With the Dismemberment of Turkey, 
Palestine May Be Given to the Jews—An 
Interesting Talk with J, L. Stoddard. 
. “You have been in Jerusalem?” Theques- 
tion was asked of Prof. John L. Stoddard as 
he sat in his room at thé Tremont before one 
one of those grate fires which always makes 
even a hotel room look like home. 


“Yes,” he replied. “I was there in 1875. 


But so much has been written and said about 
the Jews since that I have made it a point to 
keep in touch with travelers and writers who 
have seen and talked with the people of that 
tace in Europe as well as in. the United 
States.” 

In a general way Prof.-Stoddard was asked 
what destiny had in store for those people 
who have been without'a country ever since 
Nebuchadnezzar stormed the City of Jéerusa- 
lem, pliadered the temple, put out the eyes of 
King Zedekiah, and carried the remaining in- 
habitants into the contines of Babylon. So 
withering in its influence was that exile that 
even when Cyrus,was induced, seventy years 
after, to issue au @dict permitting the return 
of the expelled, only the lowest of the lowly 
availed themselves of the invitation. 

“You will find,” Prof, Stoddard replied, 
** that the study of this race will grow the more 
it is contempla Qne encounters a preju-. 
dice everywhere against the race, even am ong 
intelligent people. For more than 1,000 
years the race has been hunted and driven 
out. The hand of every nation almost has 
been turned against this ple. I think that 
in order*to unders question one 
should take a glance at the treatment which 
the Jews have received at the hands of other 
nations.” ) 

A Striking History. 

Then the speaker, in an interesting way, for 
Stoddard is as interesting in his room as on 
the s barri the pictures, gave a rapid 
account of the nistoryof the universal chase 
that has been kept up on the Jews. He showed 
how they had excelied in statecraft, strategy, 
learning, refinement, and artisan work from 
the time they were given a chance. That is, 
from time they were driven out of Jeru- 
salem and forced to settle in Greece by Ptol- 
emy, one of Alexander’s Generals. The Greeks 
gave them freedom to exercise their own abil- 
ity, and the Jews reached the highest eminence 
in science and art. It is a historical fact that 
whenever and wherever the Jews were encour- 
aged they became eminent in whatsoever they 
undertook. It is also a fact that whenever and 
wherever they undertodk these progressive 
steps they were set mpon by the nations in 
which they were sojourning. At one time the 
whole of Judea was uced to a desert. 
Nearly 1,000 of its towns were laid in ashes, 
and even the name of their beloved Jerusalem 
was wiped from the map, the name being 
changed. A heathen colony was placed in 
possession of the Holy City, endevery Jew was 
debarred from entering therein. As CUhristi- 
anity ascended in Eurnpe the Jews suffered. 
Imperial and ecclesiastical decrees were 
hurled at them. In Spain, for instance, they 
were prohibited from invoking the divine 
blessing on the country and from marrying 
Christian women. Under the reign of Julian 
the Apostate there gleamed for them momen- 
tarily a faint hope. In this interval of light 
they began what in this age of the world would 
entitle them to encouragement—the rebuild- 
ing of the Temple. [Che death of the Emper- 
or frustrated ir designs. Their persecu- 
tions began again. 

In Moorish Spain they had shown remarka- 
ble advancement. They had increased in 
population; they had becou:e counselors, as- 
trologers, poets, orators, and through them 
the spreading of ancient and classical litera- 
ture in Europe was accomplished. And yet 
they were persecuted there and driven out. 

In like manner had they made advancement 
in France. But no sooner had. they evinced 
ability that would encourage the civilized 
nations of the earth today to want them for 
citizens than the old persecution followed 
them. From the eleventh to the fourteenth 
centuries their’ history was “a carnival of 
maasacres.”’ All manner of accusation was 
made against them. They were hated for 
their religion, for their thrift in making 
money, and for their general advancement. 
A plague broke out in France and the Jews 
were accused of that. Then they were burned 
at the stake, the same as Christian martyrs, 
but they went to the stake singing hymns and 
were apparently as joyful as if they were at a 
banquet. They never renounced their re- 
ligion. ‘Finally they were banished from 
France. 

England Strikes the Fallen. 

As soon as they appeared in England they 
began to grow rich and were a good class of 
citizens, but as they advanced in those things 
which civilization is sup to encourage 
they became hated. On the coronation of 
Richard the Lion-Hearted they were excluded 
from participating in the ceremonies, and the 
populace being encouraged by this burned the 
houses of Jews, pillag: them, and some were 
hung. This was in 2189 A. D, In 1290 they 
were driven from the shores of Engiand. in 
Germany they were a commercial commodity 
in the eighth and tenth centuries. They were 
sold toa bartered like cattle. One of the 
pastimes of the citizens of a Germany city 
was to raid a Jew. 

Their expulsion from Spain in 1492 by 
Ferdinand and Isabella is one of the saddest 
chapters in the history of the race. It is con- 
sidered by some as a greater calamity than 
the destruction of Jerusalem. To make the 
picture the darker the gates of nearly every 
nation on the face of the earth were closed 
against them. They scattered, and wherever 
they were found they were persecuted, In 
1492 King Emanuel commanded them to leave 
his territory and at the same time issued a 
secret order that all Jewish children under 
the age’ of 14 years should be torn from their 
mothers and brought up as Christians. This 
drove mothers to madness and they destroyed 
their own children and threw them into the 
wells and rivers to prevent them from falling 
into Christian hands. 

All this is but a chapter in the history of the 
unfortunate race. Itis astrange picture the 
more one studies it, The nations of the earth 
persecuting a people who are without a coun- 
try. Thereisno government to which the 
Jew can turn for redress. 

“It is all the sadder,” said Prof. Stoddard, 
“when one reflects that the race has done so 
much to elevate mankind in ali things. They 
have given us the music of-the world. They 
have mag us. the paintings, the arts, and 
everything that is ennobling. They are the 
financiers of the world today. They are the 
bankers of Eurupe. I am told by those who 
know that they control two-thirds of the 
banking capital in the United States today.” 


The Jew in Russia. 


‘What is your opinion of the cause of the 
enmity toward the Jew in Russia? ”’ 

“The peasantry of Russia is oppressed. 
They have not been thrifty, and wherever 
they have accumulated anything tney have 
lost it under heavy burdens inflicted by the 
government. The Jew, on the contrary, even 
in Kussia, hasshown that he can make money. 
He has shown that he can make headway; 
and for this he has incurred the enmity of the 
people of the empire. They are against him 
not because the Czar is, but because they see 
the Jew prospering where they are starving. 
Then the government is against hitn on ac- 
count of his religion. Any religion that runs 
counter to the Greek Church must fall if it 
comes within the reach of Russia.’’ 

“What is the hope for this people?” 

“With a people as gifted, as am bitious, 
there ought to be a willingness to receive them. 
With such a magnificent offer as that of Baron 
Hirsch there ought to be some country forthis 
hunted people, They seem to be still clinging 
to that longing to return to Jerusalem. It is a 
sentimen idea to some extent, and yet a 
pardonable one. It is a country which can be 
made productive, As it is today it is of no 
use. The Jews have shown that the

SPECULATION IN BUSINESS LEASES. 


Some Interesting Censequences That May 
Follow the Scheme. 

It ig said that the lease of the corner store 
originally occupied by Siegel & Cooper was 
taken by A. H. Blackall. It is also said that 
it waé taken purely asa speculation. By the 
terms of this lease, as announced by Snow & 
Dickinson, Mr. Blackall pays a term rental of 
$393,760 for a term of five years and three 
months from Feb. 1, 1892. 

The building, which is now in course of erec- 
tion, is to be four stories high and 75x144 feet. 
The rental is exactly $75,000 a year. 
This is $1,000 a foot annual rental for a four- 
story and basement building. The Leiter 
Building i is 405x144 feet, or exactly as deep as 
the Adams street corner leased by Mr. Black- 
all. Atthesame rate the annual rental for 
this building ought be $408,000. But the Leiter 
Building contains four additional stories, 
which ‘should be worth one-fourth this amount, 
or $100,000. On a basis established b = 
terins of the lease of the State and A 
street corner an estimate of the annual conan 
paid the Leiter Block might ‘be 
given as $500,000. For a term of fifteen 
rere this would give a gross renta) cf $7,500,- 


The rental of the Leiter Block has never 
been officially announced. and possibly never 
will be made public. It was oe at the tim | 
the lease was negotiated that the term renta 
was $4,125,000, Even this amount was t ht 
to be an extraordinary rental, and a num 
of experts have expressed their o inion that 
this estimate of the gross rental is far too 
high. In fact, there is the widest Poy 

ble range of opinion in the matter. 
Competent judges of State street values esti- 
mate the iter “peg => be worth any- 
where from OO ayear. The 
ratio between the rental paid. for the old Sie- 
gel & Cooper corner and the highest estimate 
of the Leiter Block rental is as two to one. 
The popular idea of values on State street will 
have to be entirely readjusted in case a suc- 
cessful speculation can be based on a lease at 
twice the rate paid for the Leiter Block, 
which, even now, is is considered somewhat ex- 
cessive. 

There are, of course, important points of 
difference in the two locations. corner 
of Adams and State streets is already devel- 
oped as a retail center, while the Van Buren 
street corner, although it promises to be one 
of the important points in the city, is, as yet, 
undeveloped. The people aatarells find their 
way to the former locality, while seme effort 
will be necessary to draw them two or three 
blocks further south. 

The final disposal of the speculative lease 
will be watched with more than ordinary in- 
terest by brokers familiar with State street 
transactions. 

Business leases would be thought one of the 
last properties for speculation. However, the 
phenomenal increase in rental values along 
business streets has developed this feature. A 
number of firms, including that of A. H, 
Blackall & Son, secured some handsome mar- 
gins on leases taken and sublet last year. In 
one instance a corner on State street was 
leased at a term rental of $80,000 and sublet 
at a total rental of $104,250, The property 
consisted of a store and basement 50x150 feet, 
and in subletting it was taken by four firms. 

‘The three upper floors of the property 
leased by A. H. Blackall & Son have been 
sublet to Dr. A. Owen at an annual rental of 
$27,500. It will be occupied as a manu- 
factory and salesroom for the Owen electric 
belts, The second floor will be fitted up with 
offices and consultation rooms. The building 
will be lighted with electricity and supplied 
with elevator service. 

Deducting this rental of $27,500 from the 
original retftal of $75,000 leaves $47,500 in ad- 
dition to any profit to be obtained from the 
annual rental of the basement and first floor. 


FOR ANOTHER WEST SIDE THEATER. 


Property on Madison Street, Opposite Union 
Street, Secured as a Site. 

The improvement of. Nos. 142 to 150 West 
Madison street with a combined office build- 
ing and theater will probably be carried out as 
originally projected.

SHIPPING-CRATES MAKE FOWLS SUFFER. 


But the Birds Are Not as Closely Packed 
as Chicago Peoplé In Street-Cars. 

Every now and thén some kind-hearted per- 
son writes to Tue Trisuxre drawing attention 
to the “cruelty inflicted 6n poultry along 

uth Water street.”’. Several of the leading 
men in tho business were interviewed on the 
subject yesterday. It was almost unanimous- 
ly conceded by them that there was a good 
deal of unkindness in the treatment of fowls, 
but they said there seeméd to be no help 
for it. 

“It cannot be avdided,” said E. S. El- 
dridge. ** Most of the fault lies with the ship- 
pers and the express men. The shippers over- 
crowd the coops frequently and the express 
people do notseem to care what the fowls 
suffer. It would be to cur interests to get the 
birds in better condition, because we could 
the more readily sell them then. We never 
keep them over night unless forced to by lack 
of sale; then we give them feed and water.” 

“We dare not give our poultry food and 
water,”’ said W. # Foreman, ‘“‘ because if we 
did the buyers would leave them on our hands, 
Neither can we let them out, for there are 
sometimes fifteen or twenty different ship- 
ments — we could not keep the fowls from 
intermingling. Personally I feel sorry that 
the birds have to suffer so much, but I see no 
way of remedying the evi).”’ 

In a crate outside the door of No. 190 South 
Water street there were ten or twelve dead 
chickens and some live. ones. There were 
about twenty crates altogether, but only in 
the one were there arly dead birds. 

“These were killedim the express car,” 
aileged He Holmes in explanation, ‘‘ They 
were crowdal tnt acorner of the car, prob- 
ably, and in that way were suffocated.”’ 

Mr, Holmes suggested that there should be 
an ordinance maki it imperative to have 
crates of a certain shape and size that would 
admit of ventilation. 

M. D. Begley was jnclined to be humorous 
on the subject. 

“Did you ever see the Milwaukee avenue 
cars going westward through the tunnel at 6 
o’clock in the evening? Well, the coops fhat 
are used in carrying fowls to the market here 
are not half so crowded. If they were we 
would not have a single live fowl. We feed 
our birds and water them when we keep them 
over night, but we seldom have any left wnen 
night comes.” 

Geese are said to suffer most from want of 
water. The next sdfferers are turkeys when 
they are crowded into coops that are intended 
for chickens.

All around the walls were shelves, upon which 
were placed tea canisters containing Congou, 
Pekoo, Souchong, Bohea, Gunpowder. Rus- 
sian, and many other teas, all the best of the 
kind; on the other. side of the room were 
beautiful jars, with names in gilt letters of in- 
numerable kinds ofg@nuff, and all the necessary 
apparatus for moistening and mixing. Other 
shelves and many of the tables were covered 
with a great number of magnificent snuff- 
boxes, for Lord Petersham had perhaps the 
finest collection in England, and was sup- 
posed to have a fresh box for every day in the 
ear. I heard him, on the occasion of a de- 
ightful old light-biue Sévres box he was using 
being admired, say in his lisping way: ‘ Yes, 
it is anice sumimer box, but would not do 
for winter wear.’ In this museum there are 
also innumerable canes of very great value.” 
But the eccentrics were not glish, and 
some of the stories related of the wealthy and 
parsimonious Marquis d’Aligre are so astound- 
ing as to stagger credulity.

ARE THE DAYS OF THE CIKCUS OVER? 


Ah Of82Timer Predicts That thé Theater 
Has Given It a Death Blow.; 

“At the Country Circus” the other night 
gat an old showman who vented his satisfac- 
tion not only by applauding vigorously, but 
uttering critical comments. After the per- 
formance he told soine reminiscences: 

**T have been with all the great shows, but 
my fondest recollection dates back twenty 
years ago, when we traveled in wagons over 
the country. ‘It was hard work, but exciting. 
We gave two performances a day, usually get- 
ting out of the town the same night. The trip 
from one town to another generally consumed 
the night, reaching the next stand at perhaps 
6 or7 inthe morning. Then we had to get 
ready for the parade—somewhat like the one 
we saw tonight, but without the glitter of the 
armor. The girls, also, with their elegant 
costumes, were missing, but otherwise it was 
about the same. While we were thus occnu- 
pied, the tent men were hard at work putting 
the rigging and tent up for the afternoon per- 
formance, which commenced at 2 to 30’clock, 
after which we went to supper, the program of 
the afternoon being repeated in the evening.”
